LONDON, Aug. 28.—Britannia still 
rules the waves. Her grim, gray war- 
ships have come to grips in the North 
Sea with Germany's navy, and as a 
result of what the British Admiralty 
terms “an operation of some impor- 
tance” off the Bight of Heligoland yes- 
terday morning, two German cruisers, 
one of them the Mainz, launched in 
1910, the fastest cruiser in the 

s navy, were sunk. 

German destroyers were susk 
and one battle cruiser limped off in 
flames and in a sinking condition. 
The enemy, which had been in hiding 
since the war began, stole out in a 
heavy mist at daybreak to attack the 
British fleet, but the Britons, who 
cannot be caught napping, soon 
sighted the oncoming Germans, waded 
right in and won the first substantia! 
victory on the sea, in the world’s 
greatest war. 

The Admiralty had issued warnings 
that the Germans were unloosing 
mines everywhere, but Admiral David 
Seatty, in command of the British 
equadron, made up of battle and light 
criusers, destroyers and submarines, 
paraphrasing the words of our own 
Farragut, said: “Dam the mines,” 
and the squadron, steaming in close 
order preceded by the destroyers and 
submarines, engaged the Germans 
who, terrible on land, turned tail on 
the sea and fied. 

Of course the victory is not a 
Trafalgar, but everywhere in London 
tonight, in the theaters, music halls, 
hotels and streets the crowds cheered 
Beatty, who is the youngest admiral 
in the British navy and has an Amer- 
lean wife named Ethel, daughter of 
the late Marshall Field.

ETHUNE, Aug. 28.—We are now in the second phase of the northern war. The German ad- 
vance continues, striking deep at the heart of France and the boast of the German troops is 
heard that by Sanday they will be in view of the fortifications of Paris. 
The allied army is now pursuing a purely defensive action, a difference much more favorable 


than the scheme conceived. 


Had Germany been at Lille on August 5, instead of on August 26, the German idea was to 
hurry to Paris via Tounai, Lille and Arras, hoping to arrive there before the Russians could arrive 
at Berlin, wring terms of submission from France, temporarily and less unfavorable in order to face 


the Czar and his legions. 


There are only some 3000 Germans in Brussels, more possibly toward Mechlin, to the north of 
Brussels and the Louvain line, but the masses are great. It has not been man to man. The at- 
tackers have always had the superiority of numbers. Now everything in the immediate campaign 
must turn on the stopping power of the allies somewhere between Arras and Paris. If this is pos- 
sible Paris must become a bait, as Brussels was, but in this case, a bait with ability to defend. 

On last Monday the British forces along the line Conde-Mons-Erquelinne were in the heavy ac- 
tion from 4 o'clock in the morning to 10 o’clock, A tremendous artillery duel raged. Then came 
hand-to-hand fighting. The British held their own splendidly. The left wing, which came in for 


the brunt of the fighting since u was in touch with the right wing of the German army, made a mag- __ 


nificent stand. There was no retreat and there would have been no retirement had the French not 
been forced to retire owing to the failure of their offensive. ,

portant sections of the city, Including 
the business sections along the grand 
boulevards, the residence sections on 
the north and west of the city, and 
the Latin quarter and other sections 
on the left bank of the Seine. On the 
outside of the wall a circle of sub- 
urbs extends for many miles, includ- 
ing Neuilly, Argé@nteufl, Versailles, 
Vincennes and many others. The 
forts of the second and third lines of 
defenses are dotted among these 
suburbs, protecting them and the 
approaches to the capital. The wall 
contains ninety-three basttons and 
sixty-seven gates. Some of these have 
been abandoned owing to the pres- 
sure of modern oonetruction and 
trade. But recent Wees received 
here from Paris stat that all the 
gates still existing are now closed at 
5 p.m. with rigid regulations of 
movements from within or without. 


THE SECOND LINE. 


The second line of forts includes 

the famous Fortress of Mount Vate- 
rian, which was the center of attack 
in the German mege of 1870. It is 
‘strengthened by two groups of works 
Hautes Bruyeres and the Chatillon 
fort and batteries. South of the city 
‘is the row of forts at Ivry, -Bictre, 
Mont Rogue, Vanves and Issy. North 
and east of the city are three great 
forts around St. Denis and two oth- 
ers at Ft. Aubervillers and Ft. Char- 
enton, commanding the approaches 
from the great wood of Bondy. 

The outer circle of forts, which are 
of most modern type, have from 
twenty-four to 260 heavy guns. and 
600 to 1200 men each. In all, the three 
lines of defense require 170,000 men 
to operate them. 

YON MOLTKE'S EXPLANATION. 

Gen. Von Moltke, field marshal of 
the German forces at the time of the 
siege of Paris of 1870, states in a 
report on that siege that the French 
artillery armament consisted of 
more than 2627 pieces, including 200 
of the largest caliber of naval ord- 
nance. There were 500 rounds for 
each gun. Von Moltke points out that 
the bembardment of-a fortified place 
in the heart. of an enemy's country 
is difficult, ‘if mot impossible, until 
the invader is master of the railways 
or waterways by which heavy Stege 
artillery can be brought up in full 
quantity. 

He explains the failure to bombard 
Paris at the outset of the former 
siege by saying it would have re- 
quired 300 heavy guns with 500 
rounds. for each gun. The movement 
forward of these heavy guns would 
have required 4500 four-wheeled 
wagons and 10,000 horses, which were 
not availiable. 


At a later stage the Germans 
brought up their big siege guns at- 
tacking the enceinte and ports and 
dropping 200 to 400° 15-centimeter 
shells daily into the heart of the city. 
Notwithstanding the fury of the Ger- 
man attack, Paris withstood the siege 
‘for 1323 dass. Bince then the entirely 
new and outer third line of defense 
has been erected, and military ex- 
perts say the fortifications as a whole 
are far more formidable than those 
which resisted the former siege. 

PARIS A STRONGHOLD. 
"TRY ATIANTIC CABLE AND A. . 

PARIS, Aug. 22.—-The defenses of 
Paris are thus described by La Pa- 
trie: 

“Paria, by its situation, is 
stronghold of the national defense. 
This city is an entrenched camp pro- 
tected by three series of works. First 
there is an inner girdle of defenses: 
then a circle of forts and beyond these 
a second ring of powerful forts des- 
tined to prevent the enemy's shells 
reaching the city. Some of the latter 
fort are twelve miles from the city.”

POMONA SCHOOLS 
SAVE THOUSANDS. 


NEW SUPERINTENDENT BRINGS 
FRESH IDEAS HOW TO 
ECONOMIZE. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

POMONA, Aug. 28.—By rearrang- 
ing the teaching work in the High 
School, providing for the principal of 
the High School to do some teaching 
and the principals of the grammar 
schcols to teach half time, thus mak- 
ing possible a reduction of the force, 
the local Board of Education is be- 
ginning a policy of henceforth prac- 
ticing the strictest economy in the 
conduct of the schools. 

Principal Reynolds cf the High 
School is to have a clerk so that he 
can teach part of the time and thus 
the expense of an additional High 
School teacher will be saved. By hav- 
ing the grammar principals tedch half 
time it will also be possible to get 
along with fewer teachers in the 
grades. This change means that the 
number of teachers, principals and su- 
perintendents has been reduced by six, 
and a saving cf approximately $5000 
per year will be accomplished. 

The Beard of Education has acted 
on the recommendation of the new 
Superintendent of Schools, G. Ver- 
non Bennett, who has been carefully 
considering the financial budget for 
the coming year, and who found that 
there would be a shortage over the 
money available fer the schools from 
taxation, etc., of $13,000, if some dras- 
tic measures were not taken. . 

When the High School budget was 
prepared by the former superintend- 
ent of schools, an under-estimate of 
$5000 was made in the amount nec- 
essary to pay the High Schcol teach- 
ers, and this estimate was submitted 


to the county school authorities. This 
had given the school board consider- 
able concern, but by the action pro- 
posed by Supt. Bennett most of the 
school werk can be handled by the 
teaching force as now arranged, with- 
out seriously crippling the school 
efficiency. 

Further savings will be made in the 
repairs, painting, etc., on school build- 
ings and equipment and perhaps in a 
reduction of the salary of the secre-

She is said to have trav- 
led under at least one alias, that of 
Mrs. Mims, and to be a very shrewd 
woman. That she was with Innes 
when he is believed to have adminis- 
tered poison to the Nelms eisters and 
that she was a partner to the crime 
caused her arrest as an accomplice. 
The children are being taken to San 
Antonio with the parents, not because 
of any suspicion of their connection 
with the case, but because, it is said, 
peedy extradition depended upon the 
promise to let the youngsters accom- 
pany them.

NOMINATION THEFT 
OPENS COURT BATTLE. 


Republicans Find Flaws in the Primary Law Upon 
Which to Base Suit to Prevent “Progressive” Candi- 
dates Running as Republicans on the November Bal- 


lot—Test Case to Be Made. 


PON a flaw in the direct primary 
U law, discovered yesterday, may 

be based a suit to prevent the ap- 
pearance upon the November ballot 
of the names of “Progressive” candi- 
dates as Republicans. 

The law provides no method of 
filling vacancies in the State party 
conventions, u ich convene at Sac- 
ramento September 15. Since the Re- 
publican and Democratic party con- 
ventions will not permit “Progres- 
sive” nominees who have stolen Re- 
publican or Democratic nominations 


to sit in their conventions, there must I. A. 


necessarily be vacancies, The law pro- 
vides that vacancies shall be filled by 
the State committee, but as the State 
committee is the creature of the con- 
vention and is not formed until after 
the convention is organized, it is im- 
possible to see how these vacancies 
can be filled. 0 

Failure to fill the vacancies win 
mean that the party conventions, al- 
though entitled to full representation, 
are deprived of it. The invasion of 
party privilege and party rights in 
this manner, it is believed, will be 
impressed upon the court, with the 
result that the law will be held un- 
constitutional in the matter of cross- 
nominations, at least. 

A test case is to be made, citing 
not only the flaw mentioned but other 
discrepancies which are admitted by 
the authors of the law. Harry Bro- 
laski, the regular Republican candi- 
date for State Senator, and who was 
defrauded of that nomination by H. 
S. Benedict, the “Progressive,” will 
ask for an injunction restraining the 

trar of voters or Secretary of 
State from placing the name of Bene- 
dict upon the November ballot as the 
Republican nominee. Brolaski will 
contend that Benedict is not the Re- 
publican nominee, was not nominated 
by Republicans, but obtained the Re- 
publican nomination through trick- 
ery and fraud. 

The determination of this suit will 
establish the rights of other candi- 
dates. If the court holds that the 
nomination of “ ves” as Re- 
publicans is illegal, their names will 
be barred from the November ballot 
and the regular Republican nominee 
who received the highest straight Re- 
publican vote no doubt will be de- 
clared the legal nominee. 

The ruling of the court will be- 
come a precedent in the case of John 
M. Eshleman. who stole the Repub- 
lican nomination for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, according to the unofficial re- 
turns, and in the case of other Pro- 
gressives” who also stole Republican 
nominations. 

Not only will the fight be made 
upon points of law, but upon evidence 
as well. It will be shown that the 
spirit and letter of the law were vio- 
lated because the “Progressive” inter- 
lopers initiated their own steals and 
engineered the cross-nominations., in- 
stead of allowing the act to be done 
by the so-called “Indorsing” party. 
There is sufficient proof, say Repub- 
Mean leaders, to show that the whole

QUIT “MOOCHING” 
ON TELEPHONES. 


DRUGGISTS SAY TTS A BLAMED 
NUISANCE; WILL PUT IN PAY . 
INSTRUMENTS. 


Are you a telephone “moocher?” If 
so, you may soon be outlawed. 

The Los Angeles Retail Druggists 
Association yesterday allied itself 
with the Southern California Retail 
Grocers’ Aasociation fn a declared war 
against telephone “moochers.” If 
they are successful in attaining their 
ob it will spell the exclusion agt. 
for the unlucky one who does not pos- 
sess a nickel or a slug to insert in 
the slot machine. 

The dealers assert that the unré- 
strained use of the telephone by the 
general public interferes with thelr 
business and one of their spokesmen 
deciared it a “blamed nuisance.” They 
say the telephone is as valuable to 
them as any commodity which they 
have in trade, and consequently they 
must either suffer a loss because of 
their inability to use the telephone, or 
the interference with regular custom- 
ers getting inte communication with 
them, while me other party is using 
the phone, else they must supply 
a duplicate instrument. 

They are bent upon taking action 
which shall not only prevent the free 
use of the telephone by the public, 
but also to insure compensation for 
themselves, for the use of what they 
regard as one of their assets. To this 
end they will seek to secure the privi- 
lege of installing pay“ telephones. 

Neal P. Olsen, secretary of the Re- 
tall Grocers’ Association, spoke for 
that body before the meeting of the 
druggists. The grocers a few weeks 
ago adopted a resolution having in 
view the curtailm@nt of the free use 
of store telephones. ; 

The retail druggists also discussed 
the eight-hour law for employees, al- 
though they took no definite action 
against the proposed measure, affect- 
ing employees, both male and female, 
in all lines of work. They went on 
record at the last meeting as oppos- 
ing the law, because they assert that

Foreign insurance companies trans- 
acting business in the United States 
Nie just as sound as the American 
WOncerne and cannot be affected by 
the Furopenn war, aceording to in- 
formation received this week by C. A. 
Sechalienberger, manarer of the insur- 
ance department of the Janss Invest- 
ment Company. The atlvices to Mr. 
Schallenberger came from Frank Has- 
breouck, Superintendent of insurance 
Tor the State of. New York. 


Mr. Hasbrouck has just issued 4 


Statement which is given in response 
to a large number of urgent inquiries 
which be has received from many 
sources and in which information Is 
scught concerning the possible effect 
of the war on foreign companies. 

“These foreign branches are to all 
intents and purposes American com- 
panies, amply protected by funds in 
the hands of American trustees and 
designed to protect American risks,” 
Mr. Hasbrouck says in part. “Before 
*a foreign company can transact busi- 
nos in the United States, it must de- 
posit sufficient funds to firmly estab- 
lish the branch as an American com- 
pany. ‘These funds cannot be with- 
drawn as long as the company has a 
risk in this country.” 


TWO YEARS FOR SLAYER. 


Indian, Believed to Have Been Par- 
tially Demented at Time, Charged 
with Manslaughter. 

Sitting squat in the corridors of 
the Federal Building, a score of Yuma 
Indians afxiously aWaited the verdict 
of the white man's jury yesterday: aft- 
ernoon in the case of Frank Yuma, 
charged with the murder of Leotz 
Adams a scuaw, on the Yuma Reser- 
vation January 19. 

In presenting the case to the’ jury, 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. Stone only asked for! 
@ verdict of mansliauahtecr, and this 
was the judgement when the body re- 
turned to court after several hours’ 
déliberation. The prisoner looked 
steadily out of the window when Fore- 
man S. T. Eldridge read the verdict. 

Judge W. K. Timmons of Yuma 
waived time for sentence, and after 
saying that the murder of the victim 
was most atrocious, Judge Wellborn 
id the mental condition of the ac- 
cused was not such that cailed for a 
gevere punishment. He thereupon 
gentented him to two years at Me- 
Neal's Island. 

In reply to the inquiry why the sen- 
tence should not be inflicted, the 
young buck, indicating for the first 
fime some interest in the situation, 
gaid through Interpreter Hammond.

MAY SOON BE IN 
THE AIR AGAIN. 


IN GARBAGE-HANDIANG 
PROBLEM.

of the V. D. Reduction Company to 


‘garbage, which has been in dispute, for 
two days longer, pending the making 


its disposal. — 

The Pacific Reduction Company 
headed by C. D. Crouch, which is 
building a plant on Leonard street for 
handling the city’s garbage, and which 
nas contracted to pay 51 cents a ton 
for the entire supply, was allowed an 
extension of sixty days to fulfill its 
contract. This will give the Crouch 
company until November 1 to begin 
taking the garbage. The arrangement 
had been that it was to begin taking 
one-third Thursday, another third a 
month hence, and all of the garbage 
November 1. 

Whether or not the Crouch com- 
pany will be required to take all the 
garbege November 1 or not is stin 
problematical, and largely dependent 
on whether or not the plant will be 
com pleted by that time. 

Owing to the unusual character of 
the offer made by Mr. Crouch, which 
would save Los Angeles some $25,000 
a year in the handling of its garbage, 
the city officials are inclined to be 
leniént in regard to the provisions of 
the contract with the company. The 
city is protected by a $50,000 bond. 

The Crouch pM&nt is being pushed 
to completion, some of the machinery 
having alread? arrived on the ground. 

Nevertheless the city will again be 
confronted with the problem of dis- 
posing of one-third of its garbage next 
Monday. unless the V. D. Reduction 
Company decides to continue taking 
it. The heads of that company are 
not inclined to view such a propasi- 
tion with favor in the present circum- 
stances.. At the City Hall yesterday 
Mr. DurbMm stated that he would be 
Willing to accept the garbage for any 


extended. period, only on condition 
that he be given six months’ time with- 
in which to dispose of his swineherds. 

In the course of another month two- 
thirds of the garbage will have to be 
looked after, in case the V. D. Re- 
auction Company does not see fit to 
handle it. Of course, it is hoped to 
have the Crouch plant operating to 
sufficient capacity to handle the sup- 
ply by that time, although grave 
doubts are expressed as to the pos- 
sibility of doing this. 

The city has had an offer from one 
or two other parties to handle a por- 
tion of the garbage in the same fash- 
ion as the V. D. Reduction Company, 
namely, feeding it to hogs. It would 
require in the neighborhood of 6000 
to 7900 animals to consume one-third 
of the city’s garbage, however, and 
the idea of a wholesale distributton 
of the supply is not favored. 

Crouch claims to have a patent 
method, whereby he will prepare not 
only food for stock, but will also obtain 
certain by-products. 


NEW YORK WAS FRANTIC. 


Situation There After War Dectara- 
tion Worse than in Europe Preced- 
ing It, Says Buyer. 

Frantic scenes in New York were 
much more frequent the week of the 


outbreak of war than anything to be 
witnessed in the European countries 
just prior to hostilities, according to 
M. A. Milbach, foreign buyer for the 


Vin de Paris, who arrived home yes- 


terday after several months abroad. 

“Durning my travels in France and 
Germany, I saw no unusual evidences 
of the impending conflict, business of 
all kinds going on as always and manu- 
facturers just as willing to sell,” he 
said. “I reached New York July 26

NO RENT TO'PAY. 
LOSES HOME, BUT STAYS. 

A mortgagor who has lost his home 
by the foreclosure route and remains 
in possession during the year the law 
gives him to redeem it, cannot be pun- 
ished for contempt of court if he fails 
to pay the rent fixed by court, accord- 
ing to an opinion handed down yes- 
terday by Judge Hewitt. 

Judge Hewitt laid down this prop- 
osition of law in the suit brought by 

C. Shafer, holder of a second mort- 
gage for $1500 on a Hollywood home 
owned by Max Ettinger. There was a 
first mortgage of $3000 on the prop- 
erty, and it was deciared that the 
value of the residence did not exceed 
the total of the two mortgages, $4500, 
and, furthermore, that it was depre- 
ing. 

Judge Hewitt some time ago ap- 
pointed a receiver and fixed the rent 
of the house at $40 a month. Mr. 
Ettinger remained in ion of the 
property, and when he failed to pay 
the rent Mr. Shafer cited him to show 
cause why he should not be punished 
for contempt of court. 

In dismissing the citation yesterday 
Judge Hewitt said: 

“T believe the law does not warrant 
punishing the mortgagor for con- 
tempt of court for not paying the 
mortgagee rent during the year- 
redemption period. The mortgagee 
can sue for the rent. but it is my 
opinion that the court cannot punish 
the mortgagor for contempt of court 
if he fails to pay rent for the prop- 
erty he claims as his own.”

Not being able to agree with our 
President so frequently makes it the 
more incumbent on us to express our 
approval when we think it is due, and 
the pleasure of doing this act is directly 
in the same ratio as the duty. We cer- 
tainly feel like complimenting the Pres- 
ident on the wise and firm stand he 
took in placing his veto upon the plan 
of some of our bankers to loan money 
to the belligerent nations of Europe. 
We think this was wise for three very 
good reasons, and to exercise the pre- 
rogative of charity and begin at home 
we would say the wisdom was excel- 
lent, as under the presént conditions 
we may need all the money we have in 
the country. The second reason in our 
mind is that the United States should 
avoid every act, and the people should 
avoid every word, not absolutely and 
perfectly neutral in the present awful 
conflict in Europe. The third, and to 
our mind the greatest, reason is that it 
would be aiding and abetting belliger- 
ency, encouraging war, prolonging the 
struggle, lengthening out the agony of 
millions of people and increasing the 
awful toll of death demanded by the 
diabolical spirit of war. Even although 
the money were not loaned directly to 
any of the belligerent governments, 
but as some of our bankers claim to 
private individuals, that would not 
lessen one iota the effects of the loan 
as outlined above.

highway bonds in order to secure the 
completion of the county system. The 
Supervisors had previously purchased 
$225,000 of these bonds, thus making 
good their original promise to put 
$500,000 into the work. 

The State highway had just previ- 
ously let a contract for over twelve 
miles of this road on what is known as 
the Ridge Route, which runs from the 


Kern county line southward through a 


the mountains, coming down through 
the Tejon country. 

There was a dispute about this, as 
to whéther it should run through Ante- 
lope Valley or by the other line. The 
Supervisors have done their best to 
satisfy the people in Antelope Valley 
by accepting the Mint Canyon route 
connecting Newhall with Lancaster. 

Then the Supervisors asked the 
State to appropriate $400,000 to -be 
spent in the construction of mountain 
roads in Los Angeles county, one of 
these being the Arroyo Seco route, an- 
other the San Gabriel Canyon route. 
The resolution passed by the board re- 
cites that the State has spent $750,000 
in building roads, mostly in the north- 
ern part of California. The county of 
Los Angeles is contributing 25 per 
cent. of the original State bond issue 
for highways amounting to $18,000,000, 
and this county has received much less 
than its quota of that sum. 

Within the last four years the road 
system of the county has been marvel- 
ously improved, and now Los Angeles 
county possesses a very extensive sys- 
tem of highways hard and substantial 
and smooth as a billiard ball. This is 
a necessary improvement in view of 
the climatic attractions of the courttry, 
which draw tens of thousands of tour- 
ists here every year, and in these days 
of automobiles there is little comfort 
or joy in life in spite of the best condi- 
tions unless the roads are in perfect 
order. 

The coming year is expected to bring 
visitors to the State who will number 
not thousands but millions. Tens of 
thousands of them will own automo- 
biles, and their visit will be enhanced 
many hundred-fold by the facilities af- 
forded for travel in this fascinating 
manner by the road system constructed 
during the last four or five years, which 
now reaches, with few interruptions, all 
parts of the State of California.

It is impossible to see how this 
should continue long.

The belligerent na- 
tions will need these commodities, not 
only as much as usual, but far more. 
The exportable wheat crop of America 
is exceedingly large. So is the corn 
crop, and also the cotton crop. If these 
staples should be permanently tied up 
it would be in a way as disastrous to 
our people as to those engaged in the 
combat. If the embargo on commerce 
should last many months the effects 
would be felt in almost every household 
in America.

scarceness of provisions yet in most 
parts of Europe. It is harvest time ali 
through these countries, and in spite of 
the absence of the able-bodied men in 
the war most of the crops will be gath- 
ered. So with the cotton supply, as it 
is not more than a month since hostili- 
ties broke out. English cotton-spinners 
must have a considerable supply on 
hand. When the home supplies of food 
are exhausted, as will be the case in a 
couple of months at the most, and 
when the spot stock of cotton is all 
used up, we may be assured that ways 
and means will be devised to get new 
supplies into the country. a 

The prices for these commodities are 
sure to be good, and it is impossible to 
reason out any wherefore that would 
indicate any long-continued depression 
in business in America.

It is proposed down in the Imperial Valley 
to revert to the old-time sorghum plant as a 
substitute for the sugar beet. There may be 
a good deal in this suggestion, and it also 
may be found that in parts of that wonder- 
fully fertile valley, with such an enormous 
supply of water, sugar cane may be culti- 
vated successfully. 


Smali Back-Yard Industry. 
N THE issue of August 23, The Times 
published a picture of a tobacco plant, 
grown in a yard, which was seven and a 
half feet tall, “and still growing.” The 
writer more than thirty years ago, in a 
trade journal published at San Francisco, 
called attention to tobacco culture as a 
promising paying industry in California, 
The reflections were based on his own 
knowledge of crops grown in what was then 
Contra Costa county, now Alameda county, 
more than ten years before the date of the 
article in question.

War Effect on Lemons. 

HE world depends for its supply of 

lemons on Sicily and Southern Califor- 
nia. The lemon crop of Italy amounts an- 
nually to 25,000 carloads, and that of Call- 
fornia this year to about 5000 carloads. 
None of our lemons go out of the United 
States, excepting a few to western British 
Columbia. Sicily supplies the rest of the 
world, and the United States as far west as 
Chicago depends upon the island for its sup- 
ply almost entirely. With the obstruction 
of navigation on account of the war the 
Italian crop is “bottled up” for the time 
being. This has been a bonanza to the Call- 
fornia growers, who are receiving enormous 
prices for their fruit. Of course this will 
not last long, as navigation is sure to be 
moderately safe on the Seven Seas, even if 
the war does go on. With the opening of 
navigation and secure commerce between 
the countries, the Sicilian crop might seek a 
market in the United States to a greater 
degree than heretofore.

It is here that the poultry 
show gets in its work of education and 
many a fancier now at the top of the lad- 
der of poultry fame has gleaned his first 
real knowledge of how to exhibit at the 
fall fairs and later the regular fall and win- 
ter exhibits. 

Enter the best fowls at one of these fairs, 
and, if possible, be there yourself during 
judging or the next day, look carefully over 
the awards, study the first-prize winners is 
your class, and then in a quiet manner seek 
the judge and ask him any question regard- 
ing your fowls.

Shape First Consideration. 


Shape is the first consideration that an 
exhibitor should consider, and it is one that 
is going to play more of an important part 
in the future than it has in the past. All 
fowls are, as a rule, benefited by washing. 
Before entering any exhibit, many exhib 
itors of parti-colored fowls, such as Barred 
Plymouth Rocks, or Buff Orpingtons, do not 
wash their fowls, but in almost all cases 
where the washing 1s skillfully done, an 
improvement in feather is. accomplished. 
Parti-colored fowls need not be washed if 
in good plumage, but the legs can be bright- 
ened up and the feathers smoothed with a 
soft cloth. In white fowls, it is seldom that
